HOW HOSPITALS COULD 
HELP PRODUCERS 


--- 


COMPARISON between the Irish and 
AN the English markets for honey was 
the subject of prolonged discussion at 
the annual meeting of the Co. Wexford Bee- 
keepers’ Association. | 
The honey crop in this country last year 
was described by the Hon. Secretary, Mr. E. 
WV. Davis, as a wonderful crop. It was, ir 
fact, unequalled since about 1901. Special 
markets organised by the Association in the 
autumn relieved the beekeepers of nearly 20 
tons, but a good deal of honey remains on 
hands, | 
The Hon. Secretary said that the best way 
to ensure a market next autumn was to 
collect the whole crop into one centre in the | 
county, and invite English wholesalers to 
quote for it in bulk. 


MARKET IN THE HOSPITALS 


Mr. P. F. O'Byrne, County Instructor 
under the Department of Agriculture, said 
that prices in England for home-made honey 
were low, because of the big crop last year, 
and the competition of cheap honey from 
Canada and the United States. 

He said that he interviewed Dr. Ryan, 
Minister for Agriculture, last month, and 
pointed out the amount of last year’s crop 
still on the wholesalers’ hands. The Minister 
had been allowing the importation of foreign 
honey under licence to merchants, but he 
withdrew the licences immediately after the 
interview. The foreign honey was being im- 
ported at 4d. per Jb. 

A good market for home-produced honey 
could be made by taking steps to have honey 
included as a compulsory item in the dietary 
of patients in hospitals. They would have 
the support of the medical faculty, and its 
inclusion would make people realise its food. 
value. 


A BEE CENSUS 


The Secretary said that the hospitals would 
not accept hints about dietary from any- 
body. In any event, the hospitals would not 
pay any more than 5d per lb. Honey was 
sold for 6d. here, and it was 2s. 6d. in 
London. If they could get the tariffs off 
and get back the English market it would 
be the best solution. 

A resolution was passed requesting the 
Government to get the number of bee stocks 


statistics in June, to facilitate negotiations 
with the English buyers next autumn.

Major-General and Mrs. Sweeney, Colonel and 


Briscoe, Dr. J. Cosgrove, Commandant and 


TOBACCO AND BEET

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éé W E believe that the Government ought 


to consider seriously introducing 

radical amendments to the Trans- 
port Act, as already we have evidence of the 
very adverse effects on the w community 
arising out of giving a monopoly in transport 
to one institution,”” was the unanimous reso- 
lution passed by the Athy Fianna Fali 
Cumann at thei rannual meeting held on 
Friday night. 

Mr. B. Maher, in proposing the resolution, 
said that it was time they brought before the 
Government tehir disappointment and dis- 
satisfaction at the way they were carrying on 
recently, There were three particular points 
whic hhe would mention, but there were 
others of lesser importance, perhaps, but 
which would come under the same categroy. 
The first point was the Transport Act, as a 
result of which a monopoly of trans was 
being given to one firm and hundreds of 


small industries cut out of existence. The 
buying up of all road. transport vehicles 
would throw thousands ou of employment, 


and, apart from that, it was a most rétro- 
grade step, as it would injure the porgress of 
trade. The Railway Company would. not be 
able to cope with the inrceased transport of 
recent years. It was absolutely essential 
that the Government take action before it 


BEET PRICES 


There was general dissatisfaction about the 
price fixed for beet. The sum of 37s, 6d. 
flat rate might represent an increase for some 
growers, but it represented a decrease for a 
great many. During the negotiations between 
the Beet Growers’ Associaiotn and the direc- 
tors there was no mention made of the work- 
ings of the factory or their profits, yet it 
was clear that the subsidy to the factory was 
very little behind th esubsidy given to the 
Belgian syndicate, and on which they were 
able to give 39s. a ton for 15} per cent. of 
sugar content, or approximately about 45s. 
or 46s., and on which they counted their 
profits in thousands. 

They were told by the Government that 
the present directors were working on the 
remission of duty only, but it had since 
transpired that a halfpenny a pound had 
been put on sugar to help the factors. No 
one noticed this extra halfpenny, as early 
last year a halfpenny was put on foreign 
sugar in order, as it was stated, to get the 
home sugar purchased, and in consequence 
when the home article came on the market 
at the same price no one questioned that it 
represented a halfpenny increase. The only 
people making wore out of this commodity 
again was the factory. 


TOBACCO-GROWING 


Another point: Over five thousand farmers 
were concerned in the tobacco crop, and after 
the first year the Government saw to it that 
the growers would have very little profits. 
The fact of its being a cash crop! was its 
only advantage now. It was necessary that 
an expression of their dissatisfaction should 
go from that meeting. 

Mr, J. J. Bergin, who presided, said that 


while the price of agricultural products had 
gone below pre-war level, every article that 
farmers had to buy were at double their pre- 
war figure, and this state of affairs could 
not continue very long.

Matthew Murphy, Garrybuff, Saulstown, 
gave evidence of identification, and stated 
that he and deceased man, who was unmar 
ried, were walking along the road a. short 
distance from Gowran Village at 7.350 p.m. 
on Friday, when a woman cyclist coming 
from behind struck the deceased man on the 
ieft arm, knocking him down. It was fairly 
dark at the time, and they were descending a 
steep hill. Deceased man was unconscious 
when witness went to his assistance, and he 
did not regam consciousness up to the time 
that he was removed to hospital. 

The woman cyclist, who fell into the ditch 
anout two yards in front of the deceased man, 
also was senseless, and had to be removed to 
a labourer’s cottage clos by. In reply to 
quéstions by jurors, witness said that he 
did not hear a bell sounded or the sound of 
brakes being applied, and he did not hear 
the woman shout. He saw no light before 
the accident 

The Deputy Coroner said that the inquest 
would have to be adjourned to ascertain if 
criminal proceedings would be instituted. It 
was stated that the woman was unable to 
attend owing to the effects of the accident.

SIR STAFFORD CRIPPS ON 
SOCIALIST POLICY 


Sir Stafford Cripps, K.C., at Falkirk ‘on 
Saturday, described the pepper pool as “one 
of the most disgraceful exhibitions of 
capitalism we have had in this country.” 

Condemning the “ cuts’’ in the allowances 
of the unemployed, Sir Stafford said that the 
Government was no longer fit for the con- 
fidence of the workers. As Socialists they 
desired the highest possible standard of 
living. They could have no peace in the 
world so long as they had economic arma- 
ments and economic rivalry, and the competi- 
tive desires of capitalist Imperialism. 

In reply to questiong, Sir Stafford said 
that when the workers gained political power 
their first action would be to pass a bill 
taking over the mwin block of shares in the 
joint stock banks to enable them to hold 
the directorate as a Government, and to 
control credit. They would adopt the same 
system in regard to land. If the House of 
Lords refused to pass the bill they would 
call upon the King to appoint new peers 


sufficient to give a majority in the House of 
Lords, and then disband that Chamber.

, During the course of a recent visit to 
the Midiands I spent a few pleasant hours 


walking along the shores of Lough Sheelin.

But sure the 
stationmaster does all the work an’ most 
if the local people liked sels" They do 
if the local people li ecls. “' do 
an’ they don't,’ he replied. ‘‘ But there's 
nothin’ to bate a couple of eels cooked in 
their jackets on a turf fire. When the 
skin is peeled off an’ they are covered 
with butter they’re the grandest fish in 
the world,” 


AT oneys Unclaimed 


There came into my hands a days 
ago (writes a correspondent) a little 
publication which, in view of all that its 
rved a better fate. 
It bears the title “The Next-of-Kin, 
leir-at-Law, and Unclaimed Property 
Gazette,” and was published by Thomas 
Perry at the King’s Arms Buildings, 
"Change Alley, 28 Cornhill, London, in 
August, 1849. Much labour and research 
had undoubtedly gone to gathering all the 


information contained inside its ninety- 


six octavo pages. It is a mine of most 
interesting material, and the wonder is 
that its life was one short month. Its 
contents must have made a world-wide 
appeal, and they were all so systematically 
arranged. In alphabetical order are to be 
found the names of men and women who 
died at home and abroad from the start 
of the nineteenth century until shortly 
before the date of publication. And what 
a diversity of names they are!-—English, 
Irish and Scotch, and dozens of others 
which might be assigned any nationality 
from China to Peru. If only each of 
those deceased had on an average a deposit 
of £100 lying to their credit, and no next- 
of-kin had come along in the meantime to 
establish a right to it, what a huge sum 
the State and numerous banks have been 
able to handle and profit by! There are 
some whole families who seem to have been 
Jamentably Jacking in settling their 
affairs. For instance, Sir Harford Jones 
Boulhbrooke, Bart., his wife, Dame Sarah 
Jones Bridges, and two of his sons, who 
were entered at Lincoln’s Inn, all passed 
away, leaving their estates unsettled and 
heirs-at-law sought for.

Anyhow, it was not 
the fault of the publisher of “ The Next- 
of-Kin Gazette,” if he failed to find them, 
for he intimates to his patrons on the 
opening page of his first number that he 
will give in subsequent issues registers of 
next-of-kin advertised for during the last 
hundred years, registers of unclaimed 
moneys in the Government funds and 
securities in the Bank of England, and 
winds up his list-by announcing a register 
of all the prizes in the English and Irish 
lotteries. Thousands of people all over 
the English-speaking world would regard 
the revival of this gazette as supplying 
“‘ a long-felt want.”

PROPOSED BILL IN 
GREAT BRITAIN

A bill which it is hoped to introduc: 
the British Parliament after the Easter recess 
will have for its object the right to reserve 
the description ' journalist’’ to persons 
whose names are inserted on a_ register 
récognised by Statute and controlled by a 
body to be known as the Journalists Regis- 
tration Council of. the United Kingdom. In 
its principal provisions the bill follows closely 
the Act for the Registration of Architects 
passed by Parliament in 1931. 

If the measure is passed the Home Secre- 
tary would appoint a Journalists’ Registration 
Council, which would serve for one year, after 
which the Council would ba electéd annually 
and constituted as follows:—ne Fellow or 
member of the Institute of Journalists for 
every 500 effective members of the Institute ; 
one member of the governing body of the 
National Union of Journalists for every 500 
effective mombers of the Union; two practis- 
ing Kditors appointed by the Newspaper 
Proprietors’ Association, and two similar mem- 
hers to be appointed each by the Newspaper 
Society, the Periodical 'l'rade Press,and Weekly

On the 
whole, our people do “hunger and thirst 
after justice, ” and though “et for its 
better administration may well cause sharp 
differences of opinion, there is nothing to 
be said for treating the bill as a wv 
measure or making it the subject of bitter

Court has been functioning for a i 

about eleven years under the rts of 
Justice Act, 1924. The present law in re- 
gard to the removal of pt is set out 
at Section 73, which provides that no Justice 
shall he removable save for incapacity, 
physical or mental, or misbehaviour in 

or misconduct, which shall be certified under 
the hands of the Attorney-General and the 
Chief Justice. During eleven years of this 
law in actual practice, all the available evi- 
dence, with the unanimity which on such a 
subject must be quite unique, testifies to 


. the satisfactory manner in which the District 


Court has done its work. 

Why should there be any change now? 
The Attorney-General, in introducing the 
second reading of the bill, said that it un- 
fortunately happened that one or two: Jus- 
tices had from time to time been guilty of 
indiscretions not serious enough to ealt 
with under the above quoted 
serious enough to justify a formal rebuke 
or warning; it was felt therefpre that the 
Government should have some middle course 
and power was being taken to ppnish the 
offending Justice by censure or transfer. If 
that be the reason for the change—and we 
have heard no other—it seems a rather in- 
adequate ground for making such a change 
as is now proposed. For eleven years over 
thirty Justices have been holding daily 
Courts, and all that has been said in urging 
thé lowering of their status is to mention 
one or two indiscretions. It is not sug- 
gested that any really serious harm resulted 
from these indiscretions which most sensible 
people would think carried their own con- 
demnation with them. Surely one is en- 
titled to expect anyone making out a case 
for such a change as is proposed to instance 
some grave and continuing public mischief 
resulting from the present law. 

No one will urge that, even agit. whom 
we found it good policy to make as in- 
dependent as possible, should be absolutely 
without responsibility. And ome can un- 
derstand that in the particular circumstances 
of the Justices, who are judges of minor 
degree, there is something to be said for 
crading the measure of their independence 
downwards from that of the Judges of our 
Highest courts. I do think, however, 
that examination of the present pro 
will clearly demonstrate that they are ob- 
jectionable ;and will injure the cause of 
ustice. : : 

: Let me examine these proposals in prac- 
tice. The Minister for Justice firstly, on his 
own motion or in consequence of complaints, 
refers the question of the fitness of any pat- 
ticular Justice to the Advisory Committee. 
The Minister will not, of course, refer all 
complaints without any inquiry on his part, 
as otherwise the Committee would be fre- 
quently called upon on _ frivolous nds. 
What sort of inquiry will the Minister in- 
stigate about complaints received? Will it 
be carried out, as so many of his functions 
must, of necessity, by the permanent Civil 
Service heads in his Department? Are they 
to be given the | atk under threat of 
reference to the Advisory Committee, to 
requiré any Justice whenever they please, or 
in consequence of complaints, to explain and 
justify to them what he has said or done or 
decided, or “'his personal circumstances” 
“in relation to his district’? What are 
“the personal cireumstances”’ “‘of a Justice 
in dials to his district”? Must the 
Justice in future have an eye to peers - the 
Department and the local political supporters 
of the party of the Minister for the time 
being? Will these new proposals 
nothing worse than an occasional indiscretion 
by one or two Justices in a period of eleven 
years? 

Sappose the circumstance to arise in 
which the Attorney-General’s middle course 
of censuring a Justice by transfer is 
adopted, where is the censured Justice to be 
sent’ Why should any district have to put 
up with its District Court being presided 
over by a censured and transferred Justice? 
What would be the measure of that Justice’s 
independence towards Government Depart- 
ments or the Attorney-General or the 
Minister’s political supporters when litigants 
in his Court? What sort of status will he 
and his Court have in his new district, where 
there will be no secret about why he has 
been transferred there? The prisoner whom 
he sentences to six months’ hard labour at 
the complaint of the Attorney-General might 
require some convincing that a new system 
had been devised to strengthen the 
machinery of justice whereby justice not only 
is done, but is done openly and manifestly. 

One other feature of the proposals should 
be mentioned. Whenever the Advisory Com- 
mittee make a report adverse to a Justice 
the Executive Council or the Minister is not 
bound- to act on it at all, and may reduce 
the punishment recommended. But, what is 
worse still, except in case of dismissal, they 
may hold over inflicting the punishment for 
an indefinite time. 

I would hazard the opinion that these pro- 
posals owe their origin rather to the Civil 
Service bureaucrats’ appetite for power than 
to a desire in any quarter for a political or 
Executive control of the Bench.—Yours, 
etc., ' “JUSTITIA.””

IRISH ARCHITECTURE

Srr,—While you are quite right in pointing 
out the difficulties of finding an Irish tradi- 
tion in architecture suited to our modern 
needs, yet we can make a tremendous advance 
if we could finally put an end to one par- 
ticular habit in house building which is 
utterly un-Irish and architecturally altogether 
objectionable. It is the imitation of what 
the “Cautionary Guide to Dublin” calls tho 
“London Subu Style” of villa and 
bungalow The more enlightened in England, 
in trying to light upon the most offensive 
terms for this style, talk about ‘* bunga- 
loids,”” and everything is being done to try 
to stop it in England. Its main chararcteristic 
consists in nding to be Tudor by nailing 
boards on thé walls and painting them brown 
or green. 

Specimens of this style can be seen going 
up to-day in the Dalkey direction, and, in 
fact, all round Dublin. It is a hopeful sign 
that the advertisements in your paper 
seldom—I believe never—show such designs, 
but still a few among speculative builders go 
on putting them If it is foolish and 
wsthetically wrong for Londoners to imitate 
British Tudor Eas gle in sham materials, 
surely for us in Ireland to do this is nothing 
short of imbecile. 

To obtain an Irish style we must eschew 
utterly the copying of bad English work, and 
learn once more to appreciate and admire the 
simplicity of white, ochre, or brickwork 
in walling, and adopt Irish slates or 
pleasingly EA concrete tiles which are 
now being e in this country. We can 
learn a great deal from áes by absorbing 
and pe tm, gp designs. If we do this we 
can eventually create a style, based as far 
os possible on i principles; but we 
can néver get anywhere, except in the direc- 
tion of spoiling the country, by accepting 
futile designs out of English catalogues.—

Enpsáise the má of “ The Dublin Seed 
and pose Trade,’’ Dr. Ryan, in the course 
of his , which was broadcast, said that 
it had proved that Irish seed oats was 
second to none. He believed that his poli 
of “Grow more wheat ' and “ increased til- 
lage ' had conferred a benefit, not only on 
the farmers, but on the seed trade. It would 
be very difficult for the department to succeed 
unless they had tne co-operation of the seeds- 
men and nurserymen, and he believed that 
he was getting that co-operation. He was 
pleased to note that in 1 the trade had 
made more use of the Government seed- 
testing station than they had done in an 
previous year. Almost 2,000 samples were 
submitted for testing in 1934. The depart- 
ment and the agricultural section of the 
U.C.D., the Albert College, and the instruc- 
tors in all parts of the country were carrying 
out tests seeking for stitable varieties of 
seeds, principally for farming, and, perhaps, 
for the more ordinary varieties of garden = 
duce. Up to the present they found it diffi- 
cult to secure an adequate stock of seeds of 
all the crops produced in the country. He ap- 

to the Association to help them out 
of the difficulty. They must import certain 
seeds, because some seeds could not be pro- 
duced here, but there was no doubt that they 
could grow the seeds for their main cereal 
crops and the better known garden produce. 


AS GOOD AS IMPORTED 


Up to this they had been accustomed to 
get their seeds from abroad, and up to a few 
years ago their yearly imports of seed oats 
were about 200,000 ewts., ab a cost of about 
£100,000. At that time oats marked ‘“ im- 
ported oats’’ was held to be the best 
qo . There was no reason why that 

be. Their own seed oats was just 


as good. 

They had 6,000 acres of barley inspected 
and examined each year. They hoped thus to 
reach the situation in which they would be 
entirely dependent on seed barley produced in 
the Saorstat, and to allow no imports of 
barley, except for Departmental experimental 


purposes. 

In the past two years at Albert College 
they had produced a certain quantity of pure 
lined oats. About 500 barrels of these were 
given out through the seed merchants to 
selected good farmers, who grew from the 
seéd pure and unmixed oats, which were in 
turn purchased from them at a good price 
antl sent out again as seed. They hoped 
thus to widen the circle until they were 
supplying the whole country with Saorstat 

s 


They had been experimenting with various 
varieties of wheat, principally under Mr. 
Ca direction, at the Albert College. 
They had tried new spring wheats and other 
varieties, and they hoped in time to get 
wheat that will be more suitable as a spring 
variety than any they knew at present. 


A NEW RYE GRASS 
They had also been working on grass seeds, 
and had succeeded in producing a very leafy 
rye grass, and they hoped soon to have it 
used extensively. They were also experi- 
menting with root crops, and if these seeds 
could be produced here the Department would

afraid they would also see that none of these 
seeds were imported, 

They intended to licence the importation of 

uantities of a particular type of oats 
but there would be no importation of see

SEED POTATOES 


In 1930 only 669 tons of seed potatoes were 
exported from this country. ey went to 
great trouble, however, to produce good seed 
potatoes. The result was that in 1934 the 
amount reached 7,600 tons, or nearly twelve 
times as much as four years previously, 

Not only did they get into one market, but 
many markets all over Europe and outside it, 
and they were still getting inquiries from 
many places. 

If they took care in supplying their growers 
with the best seeds, they would be i: a 

sition in some years’ time to go into tne 
bain markets and capture a fair share of 
them. 

Some of the seedsmen of the country had 
helped the bee-keepers to find a market for 
their produce, and he wished to say that the 
action had been very much appreciated, not 
only by the bee-keepers but by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

The Government had, age ty gone as far 
as they could in ing the bee-keepers’ 
market, but if there was anything else they 
could do they would be only too glad to do it. 

With the extension of their business in the 
future, concluded Dr. Ryan, he ho that 
the seedsmen and nurserymen would not be 
merely importers and distributors, but would 
be inte im the raising and improvement 
of seeds at home. 


A PRONOUNCED SUCCSSS 

Responding to the toast, Major Drummond 
said that they owed a debt of gratitude to 
the Government, and Dr. Ryan, in particular, 
for their successful efforts in extending wheat 
cultivation. There was still a long way to go, 
but. he believed the Government would carry 
their scheme to a successful conclusion. 

The Government's policy regarding wheat- 
growing, he said, was a pronounced success. 
They were also grateful for the protection 
afforded to the nursery trade. He did not 
think there was any business so widely carried 
on in the spring as the seed business. Theirs 
was a highty skilled and technical trade, their 
members served four years’ ow 
and they had the right to that those 
entering their business should have some ex- 
pert knowledge. The trade should be pro- 
tected by some licensing system, such as the 
Pharmaceutical Society had. 

He could assure the Minister that the trade 
were with him in fostering Irish-grown seeds, 
and believed with him that none should be 
imported which could be produced here. 

The toast of “Ireland ” was proposed by 
the Chairman, who welcomed Dr. Ryan, and 
said that he believed the Minister's policy of 
having more tillage would be beneficial to the 
country as a whole.

a court, but a council of laymen trying to 
do their duty the town. r. Cullen said 
that, if ref a hearing, he would only 
have to withdarw from the Council and advise 
his client to follow him 

The Chairman said that Mr. Cullen could 
remain as a ratepayer, but would not be 
heard as a solicitor, and finally Mr. Cullen 
intimated that he would remain, in order to 
advise his client as to what to say or answer. 

Great local interest was aroused by the 
situation and fully 200 people endeavoured to 
get into the Council Chamber. The members 

ecided to admit only a limited number of 
ratepayers, but the crowd eventually forced 
their way in to the number of over |00. 

Mr. C. W, Hudson then proposed that the 
meeting stand adjourned, but other Coun- 
cillors held that the public were <«ntitled to 
be present provided there was no misconduct.

The Flight from. the Land 


One feature of modern Irish. life which 
alarms every serious student is the  so- 


not new—there always has been a tend- 
ency to desert the country proper for the 
larger cities—but the rate of flight has 
been accelerated in recent years, and is all 
the graver nowadays when emigration on 
a large scale has stopped, and the popula- 
tion is increasing. Every year people— 
generally young people—are leaving the 
countryside and seeking employment in 
Dublin. As often as not they are unable 
to find it, with the result that they them- 
selves suffer from penury, the country 
suffers through the draining of its young 
blood, and Dublin suffers in the person of 
its ratepayers. President de Valera’s 
Government is not blind to the gravity. of 
this problem. Its members have spoken 
more than once of the danger that lurks 
in an upsetting of the Free State's 
equilibrium,and have professed their alarm 
at the gradual impoverishment of the 
agricultural areas. They will admit that 
the fault, in some measure, lies with their 
own policy; for the result of the economic 
war. with Great Britain has been to 
pauperise many farmers who once gave con- 
siderable employment, and to compel them 
to dismiss their labourers. Even an in- 
tensive policy of tillage hardly would com- 
pensate for that loss of work; and 
years must pass before the Free State's 
industries will have been developed so 
thoroughly that they will provide work for 
all the unemployed farm labourers, and 
for all the young people who would have 
solved. the difficulty ten years ago by 
emigration. Wisely, the present Govern- 
ment has chosen to encourage the planting 
of industries widely over the country, 
rather than to concentrate them in one 
place. At the most, however, an industry 
can give work to no more than a few 
hundred people out of a large district ; and 
the flight to the town continues, and will 
continue. 

Yet, when every allowance has been 
made for the increase of employment, the 
desertion of the countryside is only half 
explained. Young people were trickling 
into the city while agriculture was still 
a prosperous industry, and, ií its 
prosperity could be restored to-morrow, 
the flow would persist. We have no doubt 


appalling dulness of Irish country life. 
The average boy or girl who comes to 
Dublin from a rural district comes nat 
because work is lacking in the country, 
but because the life of the country is too 
hopelessly dull for the young mind to 
endure with any sense of pleasure, or even 
of resignation. . Young people are capable, 
in general, of any amount of hard work, 
but they demand also—and quite rightly— 
a reasonable measure of entertainment. 
The country gives them hard work in 
abundance, and lamentably little amuse- 
ment. It is all very well to talk, as our 
moralists talk unceasingly, about the 
modern craze for pleasure: the phrase 
loses meaning when it is applied to our 
Irish countryside, whose young people 
have every right to revolt against the drab 
monotony of their existence. If a boy of 
seventeen or eighteen sighs for some more 
inspiring means to pass his spare time 
than he can find swinging his heels against 
a stile, can he fairly be stigmatised as 
‘“ pleasure-mad,’’ and can we be surprised 
if the city becomes invested in his mind 
with an air of glamour? The first wonder 
is not that so many of our young people, 
but that so few of them, are deserting the 
country for the city. The second wonder 
is not that immorality is so frequent, 
but that it is so rare, in our country 
. The remiedy is manifest. If the Free 
State’s rulers wish to keep the young 
people on the land, they must do some- 
thing to brighten country existence. Other 
nations, confronted with the same trouble, 
have adopted positive means to combat it. 
The’ last two issues of the Observer 
describe the Italian system of Radio 
Rurale, which applies wireless broadcast 
ing to the special needs of the people in 
remote country districts. _ Admittedly, 
the prime objective of ‘these Italian pro- 
grammes is “ to encourage an anti-urban 
outlook, and to spread the psychological 
atmosphere of Fascism” ; but the Saorstdt 
would be well advised to accept the lesson, 
and to see whether the regular provision of

The 
present Government has done much, with 
its pensions and its generous schemes of 
unemployment assistance, to ensure that 
nobody shall lack the necessities of life. 
It must prepare to admit now that man 
does not live by bread alone, and that 
young people demand something more than 
free beef if they are to possess real value 
to the State. 


Railway Returns 


The report of the Great Southern Rail- 
ways for 1934, which will be submitted 
to the annua] general meeting on Friday, 
seems te show that at last th» Irish rail- 
ways have begun to climb out of tho 
slough of depression. For almost ten years 
the public has watched with alarm the 
steady decline in revenue that threatened 
their existence, and might have been 
excused for thinking that the future out- 
look of the railways was almost hopeless. 
Every year showed a loss by comparison 
with the year before, in spite of unpaid 
dividends and desperate economies. Last 
year, however, reversed the former 
tendency in a very welcome manner. The 
gross receipts from railways, canals, docks 
and hotels showed an increase of £171,375 
over the figures for 1935; passenger train 


train traffic by £137,797. Although the 
Preference and Ordinary shareholders still 
must go without their dividends, the 
holders of the Guaranteed Preference Stock 
will receive some of the arrears which have 
been owing to them since 1932, and the 
company is left with a balance of £194,500 
—four times as much as last year’s 
balance. The improvement, of course, 
should not blind us to the fact that the 
Irish railways still are in a very pre- 
carious position ; for it: means only that 
their plight is not quite so bad as it was 
in 1933. Last year the receipts, at 
£3,152,781, were very much greater than 
in 1933, but we must remember that even 
in 1927 they were £4,260,728. Since then 
they have fallen, until now they are a 
million pounds below that figure, and the 
situation has been saved only because the 
expenditure has been cut drastically to 
keep pace with the fall. 
prosperity will be and difficult, 
although it ought to be sure. Bad trading 
conditions, the uneconomic branch lines, 
and the menace of ‘bus competition have 
been the main factors in the decline of the 
Irish railways, and there are hopes that 
these three elements'no longer will be so 
formidable. Some of the lost cattle traffic 
(only partly compensated by the estab- 
lishment of new factories) will be restored 
by the recent agreement with Great 
Britain, and the company already has 
decided to cut its losses on many of the 
branch lines. As for the ruinous com- 
petition of unregulated traffic by road, it 
has been ended by the unification of 
passenger and goods services and their 
acquisition by the railways. The company, 
therefore, can look with some hope for a 
further improvement next year, but it 
will have to adjust its future policy with 
some care. Shareholders and employés 
have strong claims on any profits which a 
return to prosperity may bring, but, while 
remembering their claims, the company 
also will have to bear in mind that its 
general expenditure has been cut to a 
dangerously low level, and that more 
money must be spent in upkeep if safety 
and efficiency are to be majntained.

Voroshiloff, the Commissar for War, has 
just told a batch of young Communists 
that they cannot expect to be proper 
soldiers unless they speak correct Russian 
with a pure accent. and read the national 
‘‘In our time,” he told them— 
the authority is the Daily Telegraph's 
Moscow Correspondent—‘‘ with its high 
military technique, the illiterate, un- 
cultured fighter is not the perfect 
warrior.’’ M. Voroshiloff comments with 
sadness on the indifferent Russian that 
was spoken by some of the reservists, 
assuring’ them that they must “ get that 
culture which has been saved by the elder 
generation ’’; and, he adds that a 
knowledge of history, geography and 
mathematics is essential to the military 
make-up. It is a new doctrine, and to 
Russia, as we should think, a dangerous 
doctrine; for education fosters freedom 
of thought, and freedom of thought among 
the rank and file does not seem generally 
acceptable to Russia's leaders, who reward 
any attempt at intellectual mutiny with a 
dubious trial and a certain sentence. At 
the same time the doctrine has its attrac- 
tive aspect—particularly where it requires 
that the soldier shall be familiar with good 
poetry. Can we dare to expect that the 
Free State Army, whose G.H.Q. is by no 
means the least “ live ’’ of our depart 
ments of State, and has adopted many ex- 
cellent ideas from the armies of other 
nations, will borrow from this Russian | 
example, and will encourage a literary con- 
sciousness among its men?

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED 


From Our LUEPOoRTEB. 
CARLINGFORD, Sunday. 


Was John Patterson murdered or did he 
devise an ingenious method of committing 
suicide ? 
Civic Guards at Mullatee, near Carling- 
ford, to-day, and it remains unsolved. 

Yesterday morning John Patterson, a 
twenty-two years old farm worker, who 


lived at Mullatee with his mother and. 


three brothers, was reported to have been 
absent from his home all night by his 
brother George. Civic Guards from Car- 
lingford went towards the Patterson's 
home, and within about a hundred yards 
of it they met Michael Murphy, who was 
on his way into the town to tell them that 
he had seen a dead body lying in a pool 
of water. 

He took them to the spot, between the 


' road and railway, where at high tide 


water flows in from Carlingford Lough 
through a culvert in the railway embank- 
ment, and they found Patterson lying on 
his back with his hands and feet tied and 
a piece of rag in his mouth. 

At first sight it appeared to be a clear 
case of murder. Patterson. had been with 
his friend, Annie Marmion, a servant at 
a neighbouring house owned by Mr. Peter

On 
closer ‘investigation, too, it was found 
that, although Patterson’s feet were very 
securely tied, the rope around his 
shoulders was comparatively loose, and the 
wrists, which were behind his back, were 
in slip knots and about a foot apart. 
From these knots and the condition of 
the rope it would appear that the man 
could have freed himself. If he had 
struggled there would have been marks of 
‘bruises on his wrists, but there were none. 

\lotive for the murder of Patterson also 
appeared to be lacking. The police, how- 
decided to send for Dr. John 
McGrath, the State pathologist, and for 
nearly three hours this afternoon he and 
Dr. F. Finnegan, from Carlingford, were 
in the gate-lodge perforning a post- 
mortem examination.

present in the froth about the mouth, 
which i sindicative of drowning. I un- 
derstand that very little of this was 
present; cortainly not as much as would 
indicate the violent struggles of a man 
who was fighting for his life. The piece 
of cloth in Patterson’s mouth was not 
big enough to have served as a: gag, and 
he could have pushed it out with his 
tongue. When I asked the State 
pathologist for an opinion on the death 
after the post-mortem examination, he 
said that he could not sibly give one 
at the present stage of a iná amhrán 
His report would not be complete for a 
week or ten days.

HOW THEY WERE AT 
LENGTH RELIEVED

HE crews of four lightshi the 
Blackwater, the Lucifer, the rrels 
and the Coningbeg—who for twenty-six 
days had been isolated off the Wexford 
coast ‘by south-westerly gales and tre- 
mendous seas, were relieved: and brought 
ashore on Saturday. Their relief then 
was twelve days overdue. 

Pie gale on Saturday morning had 
abated sumewbat, but the sea still was 
very rough. -At eight o'clock, however, 
Captain Bestic, commander of the Irish 
Lights steamer Irene, decided to attempt 
the rescue of the sorely-tried men on the 
lightships. 

So strong yet was the sea that the relief 
boat took two hours to reach the Lucifer, 
with fresh provisions and a change of 
crew. On more than one occasion the 
little craft in battling with the waves 
escaped most narrowly from being 
swamped. She succeeded, however, in 
taking off the crews of the Lucifer and the 
Blackwater and in bringing them ashore 
in safety at Rosslare. 

It was found impossible to reach the 
men on the Barrels and the Coningbeg till 
later in the day. But they, too, were 
taken off, and in due time landed, like 
their other colleagues, at Rosslare. 


CONSERVING FOOD 


In the course of their long confinement 
on the lightships the crews’ fresh food 
supplies became exhausted, and they had 
to fall back-on their iron rations—bully 
beef and biscuits ; while on the Coningbeg 
the water supply had also to be rationed. 


PERSONAL EXPERIENCES 


A member of the Barrels’ crew said that 
never since he joined the service had he 
known such dreadful weather. For days 
on end the ship was swept from stem to 
stern by mountainous seas, and the entire 
crew, except the watch, had to be confined 
below. When their fresh provisions ran 
vut, they existed on bully beef, biscuits 
and potatoes, from which they contrived 
Their principal worry, 
however, was that their tobacco would not 
last, as in those anxious days it was their 
only consolation. 

A Coningbeg man stated that they were 
on their last tank of water when relieved. 
and during the past twelve days they had 
but one wash and shave, as the captain 
rationed the supply. The men frequently 
were hardly able to eling to their ham- 
mocks, and proper rest was impossible. 
For days they did not sight a ship, all 


coastal shipping having been forced to 
seek shelter.

STATEMENTS AT A 
DUBLIN MEETING 
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ALLS for strike action were made by 

the rank and file at a mass meeting of 
Post Office workers in the Mansion House, 
Dublin, yesterday. 
made for the fixing of a definite date, 
after which action would be taken i 
negotiations were unsuccessful. 

he meeting was called by the Dublin 
District Council of the Irish Post Office 
Workers’ Union for the purpose of pro- 
testing against five months’ delay on the 
part of the Government in dealing with 
the wage claim for all grades. In this 
claim substantial improvements in wages 
and conditions are requested. 


STRONG PROTEST 


The meeting adopted a resolution 
strongly protesting. against “ the. un- 
reasonable delay in dealing with the 
claim and demanding ‘“‘ that the Govern- 
ment give effect to the wage claim without 
further delay in view of the starvation 
wages paid to the Post Office staff.” 

Mr. W. J. Fox, who presided, said that 
if the negotiations were unsuccessful the 
Council would ask the National Executive 
of the Union to decide upon a date for a 
withdrawal of labour, if that were the 
view of the next meeting of the Dublin 
members. 

In the course of his address he said that 
they could be pardoned for expecting 
better things from the Government than 
they had received. They were now forced 
to make their protest and to come out 
in public with a statement of their case. 


A SUGGESTION 


Mr. C, R. VY. Dixon, hon, secretary of 
the District Council, gave figures to show 
that the increases gained by Post Office 
employés on the 1914 basis were entirely 
out of line with the increases received by 
workers in outside employment. 

He said that it was the avowed intention 
of the Government to establish a Christian 
social order, and he suggested that a start 
should be made by -giving justice to the 
Government’s own employés, many of 
whom were on the starvation line. ® 

Mr. L. J. Duffy, secretary, Irish Labour 
Party, said that there were 2,158 of these

PARAGUAY WITHDRAWS 
FROM GENEVA

LTHOUGH the League of Nations 

probably could bring the Gran Chaco 
war to a full stop by enforcing Article 16 
of the Covenant against Paraguay, there is 
little likelihood of such extreme measures 
being taken, it being believed that neither 
the United States nor Brazil would favour 
such a course, : 
.The long war between pry es and 
Bolivia and the attempts of the League of 
Nations to bring about a settlement have 
resulted finally in Paraguay’s withdrawal! 
from the League. 

Paraguay’s notification of her intention, 
together with a long Note explaining her 
grounds of complaint, were received by the 
League Secretariat this morning, and will 
be published to-morrow. 

The resignation does not actually become 
effective for two years. On the other hand, 
as to-day marks the expiration of the 
period of three months’ grace for the adop- 
tion of the recommendations. made to the 
two combatants by the League Assembly 
on November 24th for the settlement of the 
dispute, Bolivia will from, to-morrow be 
in a state of legal warfare, while Para- 
guay’s position will be illegal under the 
Covenant. 


TRADE RELATIONS 


By Article 16 of the League of Nations’ 
Covenant, should any member of the 
League resort to war in disregard of its 
Covenants, it shall, ipso fact», be deemed 
to have committed an act of war against 
all other members of the League, which 
should then ‘‘ undertake to sever all trade 
or financial relations, and prohibit all in- 
tercourse between their nationals and the 
nationals of the Covenant-breaking State.”’ 

The Sub-Committee of the Council deal- 
ing with the question has not yet been 
convened to discuss the situation arising 
out of this latest development, but there 
is still some hope that the South American 
States may ayain attempt to mediate 

An Asuncion message says that the Note 
of the Paraguayan Government announcing 
its intention of withdrawing from the 
League maintains that the League has 
invariably eluded Paraguay’s demands for 
an investigation to establish the responsi- 
bility of the Gran-Chaco dispute, and 
declares that by so doing it has no longer 
the right to apply sanctions. 

It holds that, while the League had the 
right to put an embargo on the export of 
arms to belligerent countries, it had no 
right to raise the embargo unilaterally, 
as it had done for Bolivia, “' thereby 
aggravating the position for Paraguay and 
helping Bolivia, which Paraguay regards 
as the aggressor.”’ 


PROHIBITION TOO LATE 


It does not accept as an excuse for the 
League's action the fact that Bolivia had 
agreed to proposals for a settlement. of the 
war, while Paraguay had rejected them, 
considering that the prohibition of any 
war should apply only before the fighting 
starts, not after thirty-two months’ war- 
fare. 

The Note adds that Paraguay joined 
the League of Nations, ‘‘expecting the 
obligations defined in the pact and equal 
treatment with other nations,”’ 
the League because these expectations have 
not been fulfilled. 

Paraguay, it states, assumes that 
“most of Latin America will follow her 
example.” :

66 Na shall I, nor any Government 
with me acting in the spirit of our 
movement, ‘sign any document which is 
equivalent to a renunciation of German 
honour and equality,’’ declared Chan- 
cellor Hitler at Munich this evening in a 
fighting speech which showed a return to 
the vigour of his old campafgning days. 

“But,” “he added, ‘‘when we sign 
something we keep it.” 

Herr itler was addressing a huge 
gathering of party: officials on the occa- 
sion of the fifteenth anniversary of the 
foundation of the Nazi Party. 

“I want to repeat what I said fifteen 
years ago,” he declared—‘‘ that we only 
want to know one ‘ yes’ and one ‘no.’ 
For peace—‘ Yes.” For the non-recogni- 
tion of German honour—always ' No.’ 

“We shall resist every attempt to 
assess our rights differently from those of 
other nations. The world will have to 
change its point of view about us. It 
must remove from its memory the past 
fifteen years, and substitute a memory of 
the thousand years of history of our 
people. 

“ We are united in straining for peace, 
and resolute in the defence of German 
freedom. 

NO THREATS 

“We do not want to threaten any 
people’s freedom; but, if force is use:l 
against us, we shall defend ourselves, man 
for man, against that force.”’ 

Huge applause greeted his remark: “ I 
want to be hated by my enemies—let them 
hate me.”’ 

He then went on to refer to the 
stupidity, on the one hand and malace on 
the other, with which the party had to 
contend. 

‘Our fighting principle was never that 
of turning the other cheek,’ he said, “' but 
the good old rule: ‘An eye-for an eye and 
a tooth for a tooth.’ ”’ 

He concluded: ‘‘ To-day the State 
stands, not because we give it laws, but 
because our laws find confirmation in the 
soul of the nation. I have conquered 
democracy - through its emptmess. No 
democrat cah conquer us."

FOUR RAILWAY 
DIVIDENDS

The Times, in a leading article dealing 
with the recent dividend statements of the 
four British main-line railway companies, 
remarks :—These results are certainly en- 
couraging so far as they go, but they are 
by no means brilliant, and it has to be 
remembered that over £250,000,000 of 
railway capital is still without any divi- 
dend at all. Nor would it be prudent to 
predict with confidence any spectacular 
improvement during 1936. There are, it 
is true, some favourable features. The 
recent judgment obtained by the Southern 
Railway from the Railway and Canal 
Commission in the matter of rating assess- 
ment, if it is allowed to stand.. will mean 
considerable saving to the four companies. 
On the other hand. the higher wage rates 
agreed to last August, the full incidence 
of which will only be felt this year, cannot 
fail to add. at least 
companies’ wages bill. The 
the progress of industrial revival in this 
country, the rate of which seems already 
to be slowing down. 

Meanwhile, though the pressure of road 
competition has somewhat abated, thanks 
in part to the greater freedom conferred 
on the railways in the quoting of rates, 
valuable traffic is still being diverted from 
the railways to the roads—as, for example, 
the first traffic from Aberdeen to Man- 
chester—a fact which is incidentally 
corroborated by the large increase during 
the last two years in Diesel-engined 
vehicles, whose fuel is much less heavily 
taxed than petrol. Quite apart from all 
question of safety.to life and limb—and 
that surely is in itself a sufficiently grave 
consideration—it may be doubted whether 
much of this diversion from rail to road 
will ultimately prove to be in the public 
interest, or, indeed, in the long run, in 
the interest of cheaper transport. Since 
the pension of the Road Traffic Act, and 
the formulation by the road transport in- 
dustry of a standard of fair wages and 
hours, it would ne longer be reasonable 
to lay too much stress on unfair road com- 
petition. Yet the real problem of dis- 
covering and defining the. proper division 
between road and rail transport has hardly 
yet been touched, to say nothing of the 
further problem of ¢ffecting a proper 
nation-wide co-ordination between them. 
That is a task which the Transport 
Advisory Council, now that the leaders of 
the two branches of the transport industry 
have begun to understand each other’s 
problems better, should lose no time in 
undertaking. Whatever doubts may be 
cast upon the feasibility of planning in- 
dustry as a whole, there can be no doubt 
that in the sphere of transport a far greater 
degree of planning is eminently desirable. 
It will be interesting in this connection to 
watch the working out in practice of the 
scheme for road and rail co-ordination, 
which has been recommended by Sir Felix 
Pole, for Northern Ireland.

THE AGREEMENT OF- 
1906 
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From Revutrer’s ConnFsPoNDENT, 
ROME, Sunday. 


T was made clear in official quarters 

here to-day that no actual agreement 
has yet báen reached between Italy and 
Abyssinia regarding the setting up of a 
neutral zone between Abyssinia and 
[talian Somaliland. 

The Ethiopian Legation announced last 
night that negotiations had begun be- 
tween the Abyssinian commander of the 
Gerlogubi district and the Italian com- 
mander at Wardir for the creation of a 
neutral zone, and that the Abyssinian 
commander had been empowered to discuss 
conditions for establishing it, but had re- 
ceived a reply from the Italian com- 
mander stating that he was still awaiting 
instructions from his Government. 

The British Embassy in Rome is watch- 
ing developments very closely, and 1s par- 
ticularly anxious that the question of a 
neutral zone should be settled. 

It is also understood that at the meet- 
‘ing on Friday between Sir Eric Drum- 
mond, the British Ambassador, and 
Signor Suvich, Under - Secretary for 
Foreign Affairs, reference was made to 
the 1906 Agreement signed in London be- 
tween Great Britain, France and Italy, 
by which the three Powers agreed to main- 
tain the integrity of Abyssinia, both poli- 
tical and territorial, and arranged that, if 
there should be any cause -for interven- 
tion, none of the Powers should intervene 
‘without the understanding of the 
others,” 


3,000 TONS OF MATERIAL 


In the meantime, Italian troops are 
leaving for Abyssinia in large numbers. 
The following are the official figures — 

The liner Conte Biancamano left Naples 
this ewening for Messina, where she will 
take on board 100 officers, 2,600 soldiers, 
and 3,000 tons of material, which in- 
cludes provisions and armaments, This 
contingent is composed of one infantry

ITALY’S UNDERTAKING 


According to the “ Statesman’s Year 
Book,’’ the agreement signed on December 


13th, 1906 on behalf of Great 


Britain, 


France and Italy states that those three, 


Powers undertake to respect and endeavour 
to preserve the integrity of Abyssinia; 

‘To act so that industrial concessions 
granted in the interest of one of them may 
not injure the other; 

To abstain from intervention in 
Abvssinian internal affairs :-and 

To concert together for the safeguarding 
of their respective interests in territories 
bordering on Abyssinia. 

They may make agreements concerning 
railway construction in Abyssinia, and 
equal treatment in trade and transit for 
their nationals. 

By an exchange of Notes dated December 
14th-20th, 1925, Great Britain and Italy 
more specifically defined respective 
spheres of interest im Abyssinia, as 
indicated in the agreement. - 

In particular, Italy recognised the ex- 
clusive right of Great Britain to deal with 
the waters of Lake Tana. while Great 
Britain agreed not to oppose any Italian 
scheme for railway development in the 
hinterland of Eritrea or Italian Somali- 
land which may affect -Abvssinia. 

On August 2nd, 1928 Italy - and 
Abyssinia signed a treaty of friendship 
and arbitration. the first of the kind ever 
made by Abyssinia, providing for arbitra.

Lawlor again justified his selection; for not 
alone was he a fine skirmisher, but he shoved 
honestly and well all the time. His try was 
one of the remarkable features of a match in 
which there were many incidents, He is 
the smallest forward on the side, yet from 
a throw-out of touch by the Scottish win 
three-quarter he took possession and dash 
over the line before the three Scottish for- 
wards to whom the ball was directed could 
realise what was happening. 

The forwards generall stayed well both in 
the loose and the tight, but one could not but 
feel that more could be got out of them col.

BERNE, Sunday. 

By a majority of 75.000 votes the Swiss 
people to-day declared themselves in 
favour of an increase in the period of 
recruit training in the Swiss Army from 
67 to 90 days. 

In the referendum, 
throughout the .country, 507,000 votes 
were cast at the polls to-dav in favour of 
the increased period, while 432.000 people 
declared themselves opposed to the pro- 
position. About 80 per cent. of the 
population entitled to vote went to the 
polls. 

In support of the measure it was 
pointed out that the period of 67 days 
was fixed in 1907; since when the duties 
of an infantryman have become much 
more complicated, and take longer to 
learn. i

EASTBOURNE CAR RALLY

The total mumber of entries in the East- 
bourne Rally is 508, and, as the majority of

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Te are some superiór people who 
look down on railways, which they con- 
sider as. relics of an almost remote 
past, of no further use, and no longer adapted 
to the uirements of modern times, which 
are characteristically distinguished by a more 
feverish and thrilling dynamic force. They 
contrast disciplined ard dull travelling by 
train, compared to towing, with the free and 
independent joy of motoring, which gives to 
the owner-driver the real sensation of speed 
and the great advantage of absolute 
autonomy. 

It often happens that these enthusiastic 
modernists aré only acquainted with the joys 
and advantages of motoring by hearsay, 
because those having real experience of both 
railways and motor cars must admit that, in 
spite of their great difference, far from. one 
excluding the other, they are bovh necessary 
and useful, and the advantages offered by 
railways are equally important as those of 
motoring. 


A MISTAKEN IMPRESSION 


Another mistaken impression of recent 
origin in connection with railway averng 
is that passengers are denied the pleasure 
admiring the landscape, and the inappropriate 
comparison is made balim the sensation of 
old-fashioned travelling by stage-coach, slow 
and easy-going, and that by train always 
following the same track, stopping onl 
determined stations and sacrificing dividual 
wishes ‘and aspirations for the common 
advantage. 


ways dre forced to sacrifice natural beauties 
in favour of speed, as, for instance, when 
tunnels are cut through mousttains, thus com- 
pletely hiding their wonderful scenery, but, 
on the other hand, the necessity for speed 
has often been happily reconciled with that 
of admiring the landscape. 


A TYPICAL CASE 


Such is the case—a typical one, too—with 
the long railway line of the Riviera which is 
laid along the ancient Roman Aurelian road 
and descends from the French boundary along 
the curving coastline of Liguria and Tuscany 
on the way to its ultimate great destination, 
Rome. 

The line offers the same advantages as the 
road along which it runs, not only as regards 
the comfort offered to passengers—a fact that 
is implicitly admitted—but also as a means of 
becoming familiar, even if superficially, on 
account of the inevitable speed of railway 
travel, with the natural beauties of the 
country. 


FROM VENTIMIGLIA 


On leaving Ventimiglia the trains imme- 
diately enter an enchanting region, bounded 
on one side by the sea and on the other by 
hills covered with grey olive trees, where 
flowers are cultivated in the fields. Here the 
land is ablaze with colour in every season 
Zo the year, and all the flowers that thrive 
in sunlight‘and in warmth are grown in this 
real garden of Enrope, which supplies flowers 
to every country on that Continent. 


The railway line crosses fields, stretching 
as far as the eye can reach, covered with 
carnations, and passes near vast hothouses 


and nurseries, until it reaches the prodigious 
palm trees of Ospetlaletti, the graceful villas 
of Bordighera, and the fine sunlit streets 
and imposing hotels of San Remo, surrounded 
by evergreen parks and fragrant flower beds. 

Looking out of the carriage window passen- 
gers can admire the great beauty of the 
country, and in spite of the rapidly-moving 
train they see, as in a film, the distant land- 
marks distinguishing the landseape that has 
a world-wide fame not differently from those 
who, driving through a city, get a fleeting 
impression of the fine buildings that adorn it. 


THREE CITIES 


Ospedaletti, Bordighera, and San Remo, the 
three cities that contain all beauties of the 
Western Riviera with the mildgess of its 
chmate, its sheltered warmth, its sunlight 
and hospitality, are followed by Imperia, 
embracing Porto Maurizio and Oneglia, with 
the same flowers in gardens and hothouses 
and the same bright skies and sea. 

The line is laid near the sea almost all the 
way, and it passes close to many picturesque 
villages on the sea coast, but, in order not 
to go round promontories, short tunnels serve 
as short-cuts. After a while Alassio ;s 
reached, drenched in sunshine, and stretched 
over its fine beach, and following it, many 
other EA, báthing and “se. My. resorts, 
After passing Pegli, which boasts one of the 
most famous princely villas in Italy, an 
industrial zone is crossed, and the train stops 
at Genoa. 


AT GENOA 


The most typical and artistic landmark of 
this great port is seen from the train—namely, 
the lighthouse, and only a hurried view of 
the harbour, always crowded with] ships 
fiymg every flag and hailing from all the 
distant seas. 

The line is not laid along the city, but 
under it, all the way from the station of 
Porta Principe to that of Brignole, and when 
it comes out again in the open passengers 
notice that the beauty of the Ligurian Riviera, 
while still great, has a changed aspect. 

The Eastern Riviera differs from the 
Western Riviera that. preceded it, because 
the coasts, instead of sloping gently down to 
the sea are mountainous and determined by 
the wide curve of the Apennines, the branches 
and off-shootg of which send their lateral 
ridges, often covered with pinewoods, close 
to the water’s edge. 

The railway ala not possibly be laid on 
the narrow strip of coast between the 
mountains and the sea, and its character had 
necessarily to be changed. It is boldly 
carried over high bridges and viaducts span- 
ning torrents or stretched between villages, 
occasionally a winging course is followed and 
promontories are crossed through tunnels, 
sometimes it passes close to the houses of 
towns or villages, while unexpectedly it skirts 
the sea. Views: of infinite variety and beauty 
are thus offered to passengers travelling 
across this lovely country, and they are 
impressed by its loveliness in spite of the 
hurried and interrupted vision they get of it. 


THE NEAT STATIONS 


The neat stations, all of them decorated with 
flowering plants and converted into gardens, 
serve the purpose of identifying the numerous 
charming resorts, such as Nervi, noted for 
the mildness of its climate and its famous 
anes ‘omenade facing the sea; Santa Margherita

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EASTER-TIME IN 
ITALY 
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HOLY WEEK 
CELEBRATIONS 


SURVIVAL OF AGE-OLD 
TRADITIONS 
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are world famous, but it is not always 
realised that throughout Italy at 
Easter-time every town and city has its 
special celebrations, some of them based upon 
traditions the origin of which are lost im the 
mists of antiquity. 

The carrying of the sacred fire from house 
to house on Reston Eve in Florence is one 
such ceremony. It began with the ancient 
custom of kindling a torch by striking a piece 
of steel against a fragment of the Holy 
Sepulchre and in carrying the torch in pro- 
cession from house to house to light tires 
already laid on the hearth. The love of 
pageantry during the Renaissance lead to a 
development of the celebration. <A great 
chariot, drawn by oxen with rich trappings, 
was brought in to carry the sacred fire and 
a model of a dove, symbolical of the Holy 
Spirit,. was produced to bear the spark to the 
torch. e chariot still figures to-day in 
these Holy Saturday ceremonies at Florence.

ia Dublin, the h.ght Rev. Dean Keown, 

P., V.G., Carrickmacross, presiding. 

Tike Rev. Treasurer's statement showed 
that the Pontifical work was to the fore in 
the great recent growth of public interest in 
missionary matters. For the first time in its 
history the National Council was in a posi- 
tion to send to Rome the considerable sum of 

000—a sum £3,500 greater than the 
national contribution of last year. Last year 
the world total distributed by Rome 
amounted to almost £500,000.
